FLIGHT OF “THE LADY” 


A bomber refuels in air to make first nonstop trip around the world 


Tt was just after noon on Feb. 26, and scarcely a 
dozen onlookers at Fort Worth’s Carswell Air Base 
noticed when a B-50 roared down the runway and 
into the raw, overcast sky. She was a gaudy thing, 
with a yellow stripe around her middle, a diamond 
design on her tail, the name Lucky Lady I] in big 
letters on her silver nose. But to those who saw her 
go, she was just another bomber on a weekend train- 
ing flight to some destination unknown to them, 

But The Lady kept going, out over the Atlantic, 
into a sparkling red sunrise over the Azores, through 
a clear night while the North African desert rolled 
beneath her, across India, the Philippines, the Pa- 
cific and, through a howling storm, over the West 
Coast. After 94 hours and 23,452 miles she reached 
her destination: Fort Worth again. 

Butas she landed all the big brass of the Air Force 
was there (top right), along with the press. The rea- 
son for the fuss: The Lady was the first plane to go 
around the world nonstop. 

She had done this by refueling in mid-air. At the 
Azores, Dhahran, Manila and Hawaii (above), B-29 
“tankers” climbed to meet The Lady on her course, 
fill her with gasoline and send her on her way. While 
her crew grew fatigued and, as the end neared, ex- 
cited, The Lady droned on without a sputter. One 
pilot wrote a giddy sentence in the log: ‘This is one 
sweet airplane.” The Lady flew on to make history.

She did a lot more than that. She delighted the 
Air Force, of course, which now claimed to be able 
to deliver a bomb—any bomb—anywhere on earth 
and return. The press was not universally pleased, 
especially at the secrecy that shrouded the flight. 
The Air Force explained that it did not want to an- 
nounce anything before it was successful, that one 
plane failed before The Lady made it. Furthermore, 
repeated announcements and failure would have 
caused international embarrassment. One obvious 
explanation was the intraservice feud. There was a 
rumor that the Navy was planning such a flight, 
with carriers instead of tankers, and the Air Forée 
wanted to do it first. While some observers com- 
plained that the expense of the flight and the loss 
of a tanker with 9 men over the Philippines was not 
worth it, some Congressmen immediately urged a 
70-group Air Force instead of the 48 groups in the 
budget. And answering a question about how many 
bomber-and-tanker fleets the U.S. could use in one 
mission, Air Force General Curtis LeMay said can- 
didly, “As many as Congress is willing to provide.” 

But The Lady's most important accomplishment 
was the obvious effect of this feat on all the world, in- 
cluding Russia. In the nonshooting war a bold stroke 
had suddenly been achieved by the gaudy Lady that 
rested last week on the runway at Fort Worth, her 
cooling engines dripping black puddles of dirty oil.

A U.S. NEGHO MAKES 
PEACE IN HOLY LAND 


In the three weeks just past new and dramatic history was made i 
cradle of history. The fledgling state of Israel, at war with the Arab world s 
its inception, signed an armistice—though not a peac 

rent enemy, Egypt, and began armistice talks with

for U.N. Mediator Ralph J. Bunche (above). 

More than any other man the light-skinned Dr. Bunche—grandson of an Af- 
rican slave—deserved credit for ending the war in the Holy Land. A: 
to the martyred Count Folke Bernadotte in the thorny job of U. 
he had brought the enemies together and then had cajoled, nagged and soft- 
talked them into agreement. In the island of Rhodes, where the Israeli-Egyptian 
armistice was signed, Bunche heard Israel's Walter Eytan praise the mediator’s 
“superhuman labors.” He heard Egypt’s Seif ed-Din (the Sword of God) 
him “one of the world’s greatest men. was a far cry from the day 10 y 
ago when Bunche was run out of a small Alabama town for asking uppity ques- 
tions about the conditions of U.S. Negro life. 

When Bunche was appointed as Bernadotte’s assistant on the Palestine com- 
mission, few Americans had ever heard of him. But in government circles he al- 
ready had a formidable reputation. The U.N. borrowed him in 1946 from the 
U.S. State Department to head up U.N.’s Trusteeship Division. At State he was 
the first Negro ever to serve as acting chief of a major office, and before that he 
established himself as a leading U.S. expert on colonial affairs. Orphaned at 12, 
Bunche worked his way through U.C.L.A. (where he starred in basketball and 

all), then went on to study at Harvard and in London and South Afri 
ce 1941 he has been on Ioan from his regular job—head of Howard Uni 
sity’s political science department. 

‘At 44 Bunche is a tireless worker. He drinks a little, smokes constantly but 
does not inhale and likes to play billiards. He still wears a bandage around one 
knee—souvenir of a college football scrimmage. In 1947 Dr. Bunche moved his 
family from Washington (where the Bunches were once denied admission to the 
“whites only” National Theater) to Jamaica, N.Y. There Ruth Harris Bunche, 
whom he married in 1930, and their 5-year-old son Ralph Jr. hold the home fort 
during his U.N. absences. Two daughters, Joan 17, and Jane, 15, are away at 
boarding school. 

On the bookcase in the Bunches’ comfortable Long Island apartment is a pi 
ture inscribed: “To Ralph with deepest gratitude for your devotion and loyal- 
ty—Folke Bernadotte.” Bunche and Bernadotte became very close friends al- 
though they had never met before the count wasappointed U.N, Palestine medi- 
ator in the spring of 1948. At first Bunche was a little uncertain as to just how 
the American-born Countess Bernadotte would react to a Negro. He need not 
have been alarmed. Last December, after the count’s tragic murder in Jerusa- 
Jem, Countess Bernadotte spent the Christmas holidays with the Bunche family.

JOE LOUIS, PROMOTER HE WILL NEED 24-HOUR VIGILANCE IN HIS NEW ENTERPRISE 


Last week Joe Louis put his retirement as 
heavyweight champion of the world into the 
finality of a written statement. While he may 
or may not have been as great a champion as 
the Jack Dempsey of 1920, Louis held the title 
for a longer period than any other heavyweight. 
His reign lasted for almost 12 years, he defend- 
ed his title 25 times, which set a record, and 
he earned some $4.5 million, or more than any 
other boxer in the history of the ring. These are 
impressive statistics, but they are not what 
makes Joe Louis the towering figure he has come 
to be. Negroes had had great successes in the 
prize ring before him. Some of them were gen- 
tlemen, some of them were not. It remained 
for Joe Louis to turn the instinctively gentle- 
manly act into something that brought all man- 
ner of good to his race. 

The color bars have been falling fast since 
Joe Louis first became champion by knocking 
out Jim Braddock in 1937. Since that time Ne- 
gtoes have cracked the baseball major leagues 
and Levi Jackson has become football captain 
at Yale. If Joe Louis had been a roistering good- 
time Charley like Negro Heavyweight Jack 
Johnson before him this might never have hap- 
pened. But Louis’ example has helped the Ne- 
gro even outside the world of sport. Dr. Ralph 
Bunche has become U.N. mediator for Pales- 
tine, Recently a colored undergraduate was 
chosen Queen of the Winter Carnival at Me- 


Gill University. Negroes have been appointed 
to police forces and to post-office jobs all over 
the North, They owe much of their opportu- 
nity and prestige as public servants to Louis. 

Joe has never been loquacious but his own 
story, which appeared in Lire (Nov. 8 and 15), 
abounds in significant testimony to the sort of 
conduct that will someday make “race rela- 
tions” an archaic phrase. Louis played unself- 
consciously with white kids in Alabama before 
moving North to Detroit at the age of 12. As 
an amateur boxer in Detroit he wasn’t partic- 
ularly conscious of the race issue. The fortunate 
circumstances of Louis’ growth meant that he 
never had to carry a defensive chip on his shoul- 
der. The only man he ever wanted to “get even” 
with was Max Schmeling, the Nazi heavy- 
weight who knocked him out on their first ring 
meeting. Schmeling allegedly made some nasty 
cracks about the “superiority” of the “master 
race,” whereupon Louis went into strict train- 
ing and knocked the German cold the second 
time around. Later, when in the U.S. Army, 
Louis met up with the American Jim Crow ver- 
sion of the Nazi attitude for the first time. He 
insisted on his rights as a citizen soldier with 
simple dignity; his polite but unyielding be- 
havior helped force an issue that enabled more 
than a few Negroes to become officers. 

The most impressive thing about Joe Louis’ 
career, however, is the kindness he encoun- 


tered among Negroes. His managers, John Rox- 
borough and Julian Black, were genuinely help- 
ful Jong before they really knew they had a 
gold mine in their young protégé. His trainer, 
“Chappie” Blackburn, was practically a father 
to him. None of them ever used Joe for a good 
thing. After Joe was established as the coming 
man in the heavyweight division, white mob- 
sters tried to move in on him for a piece of his 
future earnings, But Roxborough said “No” 
and made it stick. 

Louis has coupled his retirement statement 
with the announcement that he intends to en- 
ter the fight-promotion business with James 
D. Norris and Arthur M. Wirtz, a couple of 
Chicago millionaires. There have been whis- 
pers that Louis, in tying up with Norris and 
Wirtz, is not showing proper gratitude to “Un- 
cle Mike” Jacobs, whose 20th Century Sport- 
ing Club staged all the big Louis fights. But 
Louis gave Uncle Mike first option on his serv- 
ices as a promoter-personality and was turned 
down. Under the circumstances Louis doesn’t 
owe anything to anybody. In wishing him well 
in his new career we have only one caveat: 
“Watch out for the mobsters who tried to get 
a piece of you once before.” The fight racket 
can stand some of the elevation which Louis 
has brought to the conduct of his own life, but 
the price of virtue in Louis’ new sphere is a vig- 
ilance that never sleeps. 


] ll [ Nl a A l P A | p LEM MR. JONES'S DUBIOUS “SOLUTION” SUGGESTS A REAL REMEDY 


President Truman’s federal civil rights pro- 
gram continues to anger the South, and sena- 
tors from Texas and Georgia are threatening 
to filibuster from now to doomsday to keep it 
from coming to a vote. Lire is for the civil 
rights program, and for a cloture on all fili- 
bustering talk if two thirds of the Senate wishes 
to invoke it. However the civil rights program, 
if taken alone, will hardly lift the status of the 
Negro, whose main problem as a minority is 
rooted in economics, 

What can be done to lift Negro levels of liv- 
ing and so lessen the tensions of Negro life in 
the U.S.? Elsewhere in this issue Sam Jones, 
former governor of Louisiana, offers a “solu- 
tion” for the Negro economic problem, which 
is based on what he calls a “rational adapta- 
tion of Northern ideas as they have been pre- 
sented for two decades.” The idea advanced 
by Mr. Jones is simple: let the Negro be scat- 
tered throughout the 48 states in proportion 
to the population, and let him be entitled by 
law to 10% of the jobs in any industry for 
which he is qualified. This would diminish both 
segregation and discrimination and be in strict 
working conformity with the idea that the Ne- 
gro problem must be solved on a federal basis. 

If it is meant to be taken literally, Lire can- 
not endorse Mr. Jones’s proposition, for the 
idea of the American system is that a man 
should be judged on his merits, not on his mem- 
bership in a percentage category. If Negroes, 
or any other minority, have the requisite abili- 
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ties or talents, they have a right to aspire to 
30%, 50% or even 100% of the jobs in any 
given field. America, it should be stated over 
and over again, is almost by definition the land 
of the individual, not the land of class enclaves 
or percentage categories. This is not to say that 
every individual in the U.S. is in point of fact 
accorded the full measure of his rights. It is 
only to say that the proportional representa- 
tion approach to opportunity is not in the 
American tradition as it was laid down in the 
state papers of Mr. Thomas Jefferson, who 
did not put a percentage ceiling on aspiration. 

Taken as a purely voluntary and temporary 
working direction, however, her Tansee per- 
centage approach offers certain advantages. 
‘As long as Negroes have only a fraction of 1% 
of the jobs in any given field, the 10% goal is 
not going to act as a ceiling on ability. As a 
matter of fact what ex-Governor Jones urges 
on us as a policy for the future is already the 
working direction of the present in many in- 
dustries. No organization has collected many 
recent statistics relating to patterns of Negro 
employment, but a federal census taken in 
Greater New York for the Urban League cover- 
ing 1947 offers some revealing information. In 
1940 only 3% of New York’s working Negro 
women were employed in clerical and sales 
jobs. In 1947 the 3% had risen to 13%. Macy’s, 
Gimbel’s, Saks-34th Street, Safeway Stores 
and the Dry Dock Savings bank are all em- 
ploying Negro clerical or sales help. In 1940, 


646% of the employed Negro women in New 
York were engaged in domestic service. In 
1947 the figure had dropped to 36%. Although 
he is still pretty much caged in his Harlem liv- 
ing quarters, the Negro in New York has been 
finding more and more good jobs available 
throughout the city. 

Elsewhere in the nation the Negro’s status 
is shifting slowly but significantly. In 26 opera- 
tions of the International Harvester Company 
the figure for Negro employment is 11.8% of 
the whole. Fowler McCormick, chairman of 
the board of International Harvester, has thus 
gone ex-Governor Jones 1.8% better! In Con- 
necticut the Hartford insurance companies 
have instituted a policy of hiring Negroes as 
office workers. Bell Telephone Company in 
Chicago has done the same. Even in the South, 
Negro job opportunities tend to broaden, and 
Southern lynchers of Negroes do get arrested 
and even convicted. 

Ex-Governor Jones probably does not wish 
to be taken literally. Nevertheless he has put 
his finger on the real Negro problem, which 
is that of economic opportunity. If the Negro 
is to be freed politically merely to go North 
and huddle in a ghetto on the proceeds of 
menial jobs, the basic aspirations of the U.S. 
must continue to be a mockery. If more U.! 
employers were to emulate Fowler McCormick 
and go ex-Governor Jones 1.8% better, neither 
federal nor state action to solve the Negro 
“problem” would be needed.

BILLBOARD LOVE 


The Germans find a forthright ad 
can bring balm to a lonely heart 


In Berlin not long ago a pert, dark-eyed frau- 
lein called Gisela Mahler felta lonelinessshe could 
not bear. But Gisela did not sit and brood, Instead 
she paid 75 pfennigs (about 23¢) to place an ad- 
vertisement on one of the billboards (right) which 
line the gutted streets of German cities. The ad 
read, “Everything with me is all right except that 
I can’t bear to be lonely. I need the ‘you,’ Is 
there any man who feels as I do? . . . Must I wait 
long?” Gisela did not have to wait long. Within a 
few days she had 59 letters, and soon she was hap- 
pily if illicitly settled in a small apartment with 
Gunther Lang, a handsome young law student. 

Gisela is only one of many German women who 
have resorted to billboard advertising to find a 
mate (and sometimes a marriage partner). The 
s are not unlike the “personals” once prevalent 
in U.S. newspapers, but they are a good deal less 
equivocal. One girl advertised, ‘22-year-old frau- 
lein, shapely, blonde, brown eyes. Wants to spend 
weekends with wealthy businessman or high offi- 
1.” Another wrote, “Good-looking, lively 26- 
-old widow with cozy apartment. Seeks lone- 
ly younger man to occupy evenings.” Men also ad- 
vertise, usually in a frank quest for adventure: 
“Unmarried gentleman wants acquaintance with 
nice young lady who can say yes to life. Purpose: 
enrichment of weekends in romantically situated 
weekend house near Frankfurt.” 

There are several explanations for this market- 
like approach to love in today’s Germany. Because 
of war lo: women outnumber men 166 to 100. 
Many women are not only lonely but poor—and, 
with the German businessmen again making some 
money, the frauleins are turning away from the 
unreliable Gls. When they place an advertisement 
they may hope for marriage, but they usually will 
settle for less. And when a man invites company

‘They weren’t really. There were plenty of workmanlike films that were fun 
to see though easy to forget. The trouble was they were getting to look more and 
more alike. They all had a fine gloss of mediocrity. Not even the lighthearted 
comedies, for which Hollywood could always be depended on when its serious 
stuff failed, were of first-class caliber. There was none of the sparkle and origi- 
nality that once made movie-going an adventure. Hollywood was like a man 
who had developed a wonderful speaking voice but somehow had nothing to say. 

As the year ended a loud—and false—alarm was raised by a big exhibitors

them unorthodox stories to play in. The third, Treasure of Sierra Madre, was a 
picture without either a woman or a happy ending, At the same time box-office 
records were being broken by some of the best non-Hollywood films which 
away from formula—the English Hamlet, the Italian Paisan. This seemed to in- 
dicate that there is gold in veins that Hollywood has hardly ever dared to work.

HOMES ARE QUIET AND HANDSOME 


New Mexico contains some wonderfully handsome homes, sometimes 
built by their owners out of adobe, although more often by one of the 
vanishing adobe makers. These men follow the architectural methods of 
the aborigines to produce homes that are Early American in a peculiar- 
ly exact sense, Whether adobe or stucco, the homes are frequently dee- 
orated with their owner's handiwork or santos (religious images) and they 
house a quiet life in which music and congenial conversation bulk large. 


Many are around Santa Fe, the state capital, which is unlike any other 
US. city.

Until 1948 when Dick Button (above) won the world championship 
in the men’s division, foreigners had held an airtight monopoly in figure 
skating. Before that no U.S. skater had ever won a world title; few had 
even competed. Last month the U.S. figure-skating team that went to 
Paris for the championships was the largest in history: two pairs, four 
women, four men; and the results were the best in history: one first, 
two seconds, one third.

'N spite of the Armistice and 
Oran and the ending of our 
diplomatic relations with Vi- 
chy, I never ceased to feel a 
unity with France. It was our first 
duty to give loyal support to Gen- 
eral de Gaulle in his valiant con- 
stancy. On August 7 I signed a mil- 
itary agreement with him which 
dealt with practical needs. We did 
everything in our power to aid him 
and magnify his movement. 

At the same time it was neces- 
sary to keep in touch with Vichy. 
I was very glad when at the end 
of the year the United States sent 
an Ambassador to Vichy of so 
much influence and character as 
Admiral Leahy, who was himself 
so close to the President. Here at 
least was a window upon a court- 
yard to which we had no other 
access. It was in this spirit that 
I was to receive in October a cer- 
tain M. Rougier, who represent 
ed himself as acting on the person- 
al instructions of Marshal Pétain. 

‘This mood was hard upon de Gaulle, who had risked all and kept 
the flag flying, but whose handful of followers outside France could 
never claim to be an effective alternative French Government. Nev- 
ertheless we did our utmost to increase his influence, authority and 
power. He for his part naturally resented any kind of truck on our 
part with Vichy, and thought we ought to be exclusively loyal to 
him. He also felt it to be essential to his position before the French 
people that he should maintain a proud and haughty demeanour 
towards “‘perfidious Albion,” although an exile, dependent upon our 
protection and dwelling in our midst. He had to be rude to the

British to prove to French eyes 
that he was not a British puppet. 
He certainly carried out this policy 
with perseverance. He even one 
day explained this technique to 
me, and I fully comprehended the 
extraordinary difficulties of his 
problem. I always admired his 
massive strength. 

As the autumn drew into winter 
I was concerned with the danger 
of the two great French battleships 
attempting to make their way back 
to Toulon, where they could be 
completed. It was to Roosevelt 
that I turned, and not in vain, The 
President in consequence sent a 
very severe personal message to 
the Pétain Government about the 
Toulon fleet. 

“The fact,” he said, “that a 
Government is a prisoner of war 
of another Power does not justify 
such a prisoner in serving its con- 
queror in operations against its 
former ally.”

“We have been much disturbed by reports of intention of French 
Government to bring Jean Bart and Richelieu to Mediterranean for 
completion. It is difficult to exaggerate [the] potential danger if this 
were to happen, and so open the way for these ships to fall under 
German control. . . .” 

On November 13 the President replied. He had immediately in- 
structed the American Chargé d’Affaires at Vichy to point out that 
it was of vital interest to the Government of the United States that 
these vessels should remain in stations where they would not be ex- 
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a|

posed to control or seizure by a Power which might employ them to 
ends in conflict with the interests of the United States in the future 
of the French Fleet. He also offered to buy the ships from the French 
Government if they would sell them. The President informed me 
that Pétain had stated to the American Chargé d’Affaires that the 
most solemn assurances had been given by him that the French 
Fleet, including the two battleships, would never fall into the hands 
of Germany: “These ships will be used to defend the possessions 
and territories of France. Unless we are attacked by the British, 
they will never be used against England. Even if I wanted to, I 
cannot sell those ships. It is impossible under the terms of the 
armistice, and even if it were possible it would never be permitted 
by the Germans.” 


The astute policy of Franco 


IHE attitude of Spain was of even more consequence to us 
than that of Vichy, with which it was so closely linked. Spain 
had much to give and even more to take away. We had been 
neutral in the sanguinary Spanish Civil War. General Franco owed 
little or nothing to us but much—perhaps life itself—to the Axis 


Unprepared for war in most respects, the British government was 
farsighted enough to build an underground, bombproof governmen- 
tal headquarters (below and following two pages) in 1937. Known as 
Storey’s Gate or “the Annexe”, it is 50 feet below ground, about 
on a level with the bed of the Thames. It will be preserved intact 
as a World War II memorial.

Powers. Hitler and Mussolini had come to his aid. He disliked and 
feared Hitler. He liked and did not fear Mussolini. At the beginning 
of the World War Spain had declared, and since then strictly ob- 
served, neutrality. 7 

General Franco’s policy throughout the war was entirely selfish 
and cold-blooded. Gratitude to Hitler and Mussolini for their help 
mever entered his head. Nor, on the other hand, did he bear any 
grudge against England for the hostility of our Left-Wing parties. 
This narrow-minded tyrant only thought about keeping his blood- 
drained people out of another war. 

His Majesty’s Government were quite content with this unheroic 
outlook. We wanted not only an unmolested Gibraltar, but the use 
of the anchorage of Algeciras for our ships and the use of the ground 
which joins the Rock to the mainland for our ever-expanding air 
base. Nothing was easier than for the Spaniards to mount or allow 
to be mounted a dozen heavy guns in the hills behind Algeciras. 
They had a right to do so at any time, and, once mounted, they 
could at any moment be fired, and our naval and air bases would

become unusable, The Rock might once again stand a long siege, 
but it would be only a rock. 

There was another very simple manner in which the Franco 
Government could have struck us this destructive blow. They 
could have allowed Hitler’s troops to traverse the Peninsula, be- 
siege and take Gibraltar for them, and meanwhile themselves 
occupy Morocco and French North Africa. However, as the Duke 
of Wellington wrote in April, 1820: “There is no country in Eu- 
rope in the affairs of which foreigners can interfere with so little 
advantage as in those of Spain. There is no country in which 
foreigners are so much disliked, and even despised, and whose 
manners and habits are so little congenial with those of the other 
nations in Europe.” Now, a hundred and twenty years later, the 
Spaniards, reeling and quivering under the self-inflicted mutila- 
tions of the civil war, were even less sociable. They did not wish 
to have foreign armies marching about their country. Even if they 
were Nazi and Fascist in their ideology, these morose people

would rather have the foreigners’ room than their company. 
Franco shared these feelings to the full, and in a most crafty man- 
ner he managed to give effect to them. We could admire his astute- 
ness, especially as it was helpful to us. 

It is fashionable at the present time to dwell on the vices of 
General Franco, and I am therefore glad to place on record this 
testimony to the duplicity and ingratitude of his dealings with 
Hitler and Mussolini. I shall presently record even greater serv- 
ices which these evil qualities in General Franco rendered to the 
Allied cause. 


A new outrage by Mussolini 


FRESH, though not entirely unexpected, outrage by Mus- 
A solini now broke upon the Mediterranean scene. Before 
dawn on October 28 the Italian Minister in Athens pre- 

sented an ultimatum to General Metaxas, the Premier of Greece. 
‘Mussolini demanded that the whole of Greece should be opened 
to Italian troops. At the same time the Italian army in Albania in- 
vaded Greece at various points. The Greek Government, whose 
forces were by no means unready on the frontier, rejected the 
ultimatum. They also invoked the guarantee given by Mr. 
Chamberlain on April 13, 1939. This we were bound to honour. 
One salient strategic fact leaped out upon us—Crete! The

At the invitation of the Greek Government, Suda Bay, the best 
harbour in Crete, was occupied by our forces two days later.

TO CHAMBERLAIN 


During the closing months of 1940 the 
House of Commons continued to meet 
in spite of the blitz. On Nov. 12 tributes 
were paid to one of the members who 
had just died, ex-Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain, Among the speakers was 
Mr. Churchill, Mr, Chamberlain’s most 
prominent critic, shown at right leaving 
the funeral service at Westminster Ab- 
bey. His speech tells a great deal about 
the traditions of English political life: 

. At the lychgate we may all pass 
our own conduct and our own judgments 
under a searching review. It is not given 
to human beings, happily for them, for 
otherwise life would be intolerable, to foresee or to predict to any 
large extent the unfolding course of events. In one phase men seem 
to have been right, in another they seem to have been wrong. Then 
again, a few years later, when the perspective of time has length- 
ened, all stands in a different setting. There is a new proportion. 
‘There is another scale of values. History with its flickering lamp 
stumbles along the trail of the past, trying to reconstruct its scenes, 
to revive its echoes, and kindle with pale gleams the passion of 
former days, What is the worth of all this? The only guide to a 
man is his conscience; the only shield to his memory is the recti- 
tude and sincerity of his actions, It is very imprudent to walk 
through life without this shield, because we are so often mocked 
by the failure of our hopes and the upsetting of our calculations; 
but with this shield, however the fates may play, we march always 
in the ranks of honour. 

“... Whatever else history may or may not say about these 
terrible, tremendous years, we can be sure that Neville Cham- 
berlain acted with perfect sincerity according to his lights and 
strove to the utmost of his capacity and authority . . . to save 
the world from the . . . struggle in which we are now engaged.” 


begged the Secretary of State for War not to send any telegram 
on this subject, but to tell us verbally about it when he got home. 
‘Thus for some weeks we remained without knowledge of the way 
their minds were moving. 

The Secretary of State for War got back home on November 8, 
and came that evening after the usual raid had begun to see me 
in my temporary underground abode in Piccadilly. He unfolded 
in considerable detail to a select circle, including the C.I.G.S. and 
General Ismay, the offensive plan which General Wavell and 
General Wilson had conceived and prepared.

of fortified camps. Between the enemy’s right flank at Sofafi and 
his next camp at Nibeiwa there was a gap of over twenty miles, 
‘The plan was to make an offensive spring through this gap. This 
plan involved a serious risk, but also offered a glittering prize 
worthy of the hazard. The arrival of our vanguard on the sea 
at Buq Bugq or thereabouts would cut the communications of 
three-quarters of Marshal Graziani’s army. Attacked by surprise 
from the rear, they might well be forced as a result of vigorous 
fighting into mass surrenders. In this case the Italian front would 
be irretrievably broken. With all their best troops captured or 
destroyed, no force would be left capable of withstanding a 
further onslaught, nor could any organised retreat be made to 
Tripoli along the hundreds of miles of coastal road. 

I purred like six cats. Here was something worth doing. It was 
decided there and then, subject to the agreement of the Chiefs of 
Staff and the War Cabinet, to give immediate sanction and all 
possible support to this splendid enterprise. 

In due course these proposals were brought before the War 
Cabinet. I was ready to state the case or have it stated. But when 
my colleagues learned that the Generals on the spot and the 
Chiefs of Staff were in full agreement with me and Mr. Eden, 
they declared that they did not wish to know the details of the 
plan, that the fewer who knew them the better, and that they 
whole-heartedly approved the general policy of the offensive. This 
was the attitude which the War Cabinet adopted on several im- 
portant occasions, and I record it here that it may be a model, 
should similar dangers and difficulties arise in future times. 


The Fleet Air Arm strikes a blow 


HE Italian Fleet had not reacted in any way against our 

| occupation of Crete, but Admiral Cunningham had for 
some time been anxious to strike a blow at them with his 

now augmented naval air forces as they lay in their main base at 
Taranto. The attack was delivered on November 11 as the 
climax of a well-concerted series of operations, during which 
Malta received troops, and further naval reinforcements, includ- 
ing the battleship Barham, two cruisers and three destroyers, 
reached Alexandria. Taranto lies in the heel of Italy three hundred 
and twenty miles from Malta. Its magnificent harbour was heavi- 
ly defended against all modern forms of attack. The arrival at 
Malta of some fast reconnaissance machines enabled us to discern 
our prey. The British plan was to fly two waves of aircraft from 
the Illustrious, the first of twelve and the second of nine, of which 
eleven were to carry torpedoes, the rest either bombs or flares. 


The Illustrious released her aircraft shortly after dark from a point 
about a hundred and seventy miles from Taranto. For an hour 
the battle raged amid fire and destruction among the Italian 
ships. Despite the heavy flak only two of our aircraft were shot 
down, The rest flew safely back to the Illustrious. 

By this single stroke the balance of naval power in the Mediter- 
ranean was decisively altered. The air photographs showed that 
three battleships, one of them the new Littorio, had been torpe- 
doed, and in addition one cruiser was reported hit and much dam- 
age inflicted on the dockyard. Half the Italian battle fleet was 
disabled for at least six months, and the Fleet Air Arm could re- 
joice at having seized by their gallant exploit one of the rare 
opportunities presented to them. 

An ironic touch is imparted to this event by the fact that on this 
very day the Italian Air Force at the express wish of Mussolini 
had taken part in the air attack on Great Britain. They might have 
found better employment defending their fleet at Taranto. 


us a world-fateful event of a different order. The United 

States Presidential Election took place on November 5. In 
spite of the tenacity and vigour with which these four-yearly con- 
tests are conducted, and the bitter differences on domestic issues 
which at this time divided the two main parties, the Supreme 
Cause was respected by the responsible leaders, Republicans and 
Democrats alike. At Cleveland on November 2 Mr. Roosevelt 
said: “Our policy is to give all possible material aid to the nations 
which still resist aggression across the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans.” His opponent, Mr. Wendell Willkie, declared the same 
day at Madison Square Garden: “All of us—Republicans, Demo- 
crats and Independents—believe in giving aid to the heroic Brit- 
ish people. We must make available to them the products of 
our industry,” 

This larger patriotism guarded both the safety of the American 
Union and our life. Still, it was with profound anxiety that I 
awaited the result. No new-comer into power could possess or 
soon acquire the knowledge and experience of Franklin Roosevelt. 
None could equal his commanding gifts. My own relations with 
him had been most carefully fostered by me, and seemed already 
to have reached a degree of confidence and friendship which was a 
vital factor in all my thought. To close the slowly-built-up com- 
radeship, to break the continuity of all our discussions, to begin 
again with a new mind and personality, seemed to me a repellent 
prospect.

what would happen when our dollars ran out. We were conscious 
of the tremendous changes taking place in American opinion, and 
of the growing belief, not only in Washington but throughout the 
Union, that their fate was bound up with ours. Moreover, at this 
time an intense wave of sympathy and admiration for Britain 
surged across the American nation. Very friendly signals were 
made to us from Washington direct, and also through Canada, 
encouraging our boldness and indicating that somehow or other a 
way would be found. In Mr. Morgenthau, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, the cause of the Allies had a tireless champion. 


P till November, 1940, we had paid for everything we had 
[ | received. We had already sold 335 million dollars’ worth 

of American shares requisitioned for sterling from private 
owners in Britain. We had paid out over 4,500 million dollars in 
cash. We had only 2,000 millions left, the greater part in invest- 
ments, many of which were not readily marketable. It was plain 
that we could not go on any longer in this way. Even if we di- 
vested ourselves of all our gold and foreign assets, we could not 
pay for half we had ordered, and the extension of the war made 
it necessary for us to have ten times as much. We must keep some- 
thing in hand to carry on our daily affairs. 

Lothian was confident that the President and his advisers were 
earnestly seeking the best way to help us. The Ambassador urged 
me to write a full statement of our position to the President. Ac- 
cordingly that Sunday at Ditchley I drew up, in consultation with 
him, a personal letter. As the document had to be checked and re- 
checked by the Chiefs of Staff and the Treasury, and approved by 
the War Cabinet, it was not completed before Lothian’s return to 
Washington. In its final form the letter was dated December 8, 
and was immediately sent to the President.* 

“Last of all, I come to the question of Finance. The more rapid 
and abundant the flow of munitions and ships which you are able 
to send us, the sooner will our dollar credits be exhausted. They 
are already, as you know, very heavily drawn upon by the pay- 
ments we have made to date. Indeed, as you know, the orders 
already placed or under negotiation, including the expenditure 
settled or pending for creating munitions factories in the United 
States, many times exceed the total exchange resources remaining 
at the disposal of Great Britain. The moment approaches when we 
shall no longer be able to pay cash for shipping and other supplies. 
While we will do our utmost, and shrink from no proper sacrifice 
to make payments across the Exchange, I believe you will agree 
that it would be wrong in principle and mutually disadvantageous 
in effect if at the height of this struggle Great Britain were to be 
divested of all saleable assets, so that after the victory was won 
with our blood, civilisation saved, and the time gained for the 
United States to be fully armed against all eventualities, we should 
stand stripped to the bone. Such a course would not be in the 
moral or economic interests of either of our countries. We here 
should be unable, after the war, to purchase the large balance of 
imports from the United States over and above the volume of our 
exports which is agreeable to your tariffs and industrial economy. 
Not only should we in Great Britain suffer cruel privations, but 
widespread unemployment in the United States would follow the 
curtailment of American exporting power. 

“Moreover, I do not believe that the Government and people 
of the United States would find it in accordance with the prin- 
ciples which guide them to confine the help which they have so 
generously promised only to such munitions of war and commodi- 
ties as could be immediately paid for. You may be certain that we 
shall prove ourselves ready to suffer and sacrifice to the utmost for 
the Cause, and that we glory in being its champions. The rest we 
leave with confidence to you and to your people, being sure that 
ways and means will be found which future generations on both 
sides of the Atlantic will approve and admire. 

“Tf, as I believe, you are convinced, Mr. President, that the de- 
feat of the Nazi and Fascist tyranny is a matter of high conse- 
quence to the people of the United States and to the Western

Hemisphere, you will regard this letter not as an appeal for aid, 
but as a statement of the minimum action necessary to achieve 
our common purpose.” 

The letter, which was one of the most important I ever wrote, 
reached our great friend when he was cruising, on board an 
American warship, the Tuscaloosa, in the sunlight of the Car- 
ibbean Sea. He had only his own intimates around him. Harry 
Hopkins, then unknown to me, told me later that Mr. Roosevelt 
read and re-read this letter as he sat alone in his deck-chair, and 
that for two days he did not seem to have reached any clear con- 
clusion. He was plunged in intense thought, and brooded silently. 

From all this there sprang a wonderful decision. It was never a 
question of the President not knowing what he wanted to do. His 
problem was how to carry his country with him and to persuade 
Congress to follow his guidance. The President, as early as the 
late summer, had suggested at a meeting of the Defense Advisory 
Commission on shipping resources that “It should not be neces- 
sary for the British to take their own funds and have ships built in 
the United States, or for us to loan them money for this purpose. 
There is no reason why we should not take a finished vessel and

lease it to them for the duration of the emergency.” It seems that 
this idea had originated in the Treasury Department, whose law- 
yers, especially Oscar S. Cox, of Maine, had been stirred by Sec- 
retary Morgenthau. It appeared that by a Statute of 1892 the 
Secretary for War “when in his discretion it will be for the public 
good” could lease Army property if not required for public use 
for a period of not longer than five years. Precedents for the use of 
this Statute, by the /ease of various Army items, from time to time 
were on record. 

Thus the word “/ease” and the idea of applying the lease prin- 
ciple to meeting British needs had been in President Roosevelt’s 
mind for some time as an alternative to a policy of indefinite loans 
which would soon far outstrip all possibilities of repayment. Now 
suddenly all this sprang into decisive action, and the glorious con- 
ception of Lend-Lease was proclaimed. 

The President returned from the Caribbean on December 16 
and broached his plan at his Press Conference next day. He used 
a simple illustration. “Suppose my neighbour’s home catches fire, 
and I have a length of garden hose four or five hundred feet away. 
If he can take my garden hose and connect it up with his hydrant, 
I may help him to put out his fire. Now, what do I do? I don’t say

to him before that operation, ‘Neighbour, my garden hose cost 
me $15; you have to pay me $15 for it.’ What is the transaction 
that goes on? I don’t want $15—I want my garden hose back after 
the fire is over.” : 

Finally: “I am trying to eliminate the dollar mark.” 

On this foundation the ever-famous Lend-Lease Bill was at once 
prepared for submission to Congress. I described this to Parlia- 
ment later as “the most unsordid act in the history of any nation. 
Once it was accepted by Congress it transformed immediately the 
whole position. It made us free to shape by agreement long-term 
plans of vast extent for all our needs. There was no provision for 
repayment. There was not even to be a formal account kept in 
dollars or sterling. What we had was lent or leased to us because 
our continued resistance to the Hitler tyranny was deemed to be of 
vital interest to the great Republic. According to President Roose- 
velt, the defence of the United States and not dollars was hence- 
forth to determine where American weapons were to go. 


JT was at this moment, the most important in his public career, 
that Philip Lothian was taken from us. Shortly after his return 
to \/ashington he fell suddenly and gravely ill. He worked un- 

remittingly to the end. On December 12, in the full tide of suc- 

cess, he died. 

I had now to turn immediately to the choice of his successor. 
Having ascertained from the President that my suggestion would 
be acceptable, I invited Mr. Lloyd George to take the post. He 
showed genuine pleasure at having been invited. “I tell my 
friends,” he said, “I have had honourable offers made to me by 
the Prime Minister.” He was sure that at the age of seventy- 
seven he ought not to undertake so exacting a task. 

I next turned to Lord Halifax, whose prestige in the Conserv- 
ative Party stood high and was enhanced by his being at the For- 
eign Office. For a Foreign Secretary to become an Ambassador 
marks in a unique manner the importance of the mission. When I 
made him this proposal, which was certainly not a personal ad- 
vancement, he contented himself with saying in a simple and dig- 
nified manner that he would serve wherever he was thought to 
be most useful. 

President Roosevelt, Mr. Hull and other high personalities in 
Washington were extremely pleased with the selection of Lord 
Halifax. 

Thad no doubt who should fill the vacancy at the Foreign Office. 
On all the great issues of the past four years I had, as these pages 
have shown, dwelt in close agreement with Anthony Eden. The 
greater part of Eden’s public life had been devoted to the study 
of foreign affairs. He had held the splendid office of Foreign Sec- 
retary with distinction, and had resigned it when only forty-two 
years of age for reasons which are in retrospect, and at this time, 
viewed with the approval of all parties in the State. He had played 
a fine part as Secretary of State for War during this terrific year, 
and his conduct of Army affairs had brought us very close to- 
gether. Eden was sorry to leave the War Office in all the stresses 
and excitements of which he was absorbed; but he returned to the 
Foreign Office like a man going home.

Last year Americans bought a record $2 billion worth of home 
ings but so far in 1949 salés and orders are far below expec- 
tations. Most furniture men think they know why: prices are too 
high. They also know the solution to customer discontent: good 
but less expensive furniture, a solution much easier to point out 
than to turn out. Nevertheless last month in New York Designer- 
Manufacturer Klaus Grabe began turning out exactly that. 
Grabe has designed a series of 12 furniture units ranging from a 
simple bench to a handsome desk which, prefabricated in fir ply- 
wood, he is selling by mail in an unassembled condition. The pur- 
chaser receives all parts, screws and glue and puts the furniture 
together himself with a hammer and screwdriver. (Grabe estimates 
one chair and one table can be assembled in an evening.) With most 
finishing costs eliminated, shipping and handling reduced, jobber 
and distributor profits by-passed, Grabe’s comfortable and hand- 
some pieces are cheap—$9.85 for coffee table shown in picture at 
left, $29 for dining table and $13.45 each for straight chairs. Lounge 
chair costs $18.85, armless chair $13.45, cabinets $29.85 each. 
Grabe also has other pieces: an armchair, a child’s chair, a round 
coffee table and a convertible table which can be made higher or 
lower by turning it over. He is at work on some bedroom furniture 
but does not know when it will be marketed. "T will not make it 
says Grabe, “until I can sell it at a price people can really afford.

Can the Negro problem he nationalized? An ex-Governor of Louisiana proposes to spread 
the Negro population at an even 10% over the U.S. through equalized job opportunities 


hy SAM JONES ex-covernor oF Louisiana 


Sam Jones is a Southerner. He has thought a great deal 
about the Negro problem as projected by the current 
civil rights issue. In the following article he offers an al- 
ternative to the Truman progra: 

A great many Northerners, LIFE included, have over the 
years angered the South by their stand against segre- 
gation of the Negro. LIFE, as stated in an editorial else- 
where in these pages, disagrees with Sam Jones’s propos- 
al. It nevertheless welcomes the opportunity of present- 


ing a responsible Southern answer. It considers, and has al- 
ways considered, that the ultimate solution is something 
more than a ‘force bill” imposed on the South. Sam Jones’ 
proposal can be criticized in general and detail. But LIFE 
feels thut it is a piece of original thinking and that how- 
ever impractical and politically unrealistic it may be, it 
challenging and provocative. The editors of LIFE would be 
glad to hear sober and thoughtful reflections on his plan as 
part of a general discussion of a serious American problem. 


SUBMIT a “solution” for the American Negro problem. I do not claim 

my proposal to be the solution. But it is a plan into which have been 

integrated the basic non-Southern approaches and non-Southern 
ideas. It is a departure from Southern experience and tradition. It is 
a rational adaptation of Northern ideas as they have been presented for 
two decades and as they are now being urged before the federal Congress. 

There are two basic approaches to the problen—the Southern and 
the Northern. 

The average Southerner believes it to be a local or state problem, to 
be handled upon the state level without interference from the central 

overnment. Ke believes in the idea of segregation, with the two races 
living side by side in separate civilizations D the advantage of each. The 
Southerner believes this approach has permitted the Negro to advance 
faster in a shorter period of time than his race has ever advanced in a 
similar period in any other country of the world. 

‘The average non-Southern American believes this to be a federal prob- 
Jem, to be handled upon the national level directly by the central govern- 
ment. He looks upon segregation as a principle which clashes with the 
American dream of absolute equality regardless of race, color or creed. 
He therefore believes that justice requires the complete abolition of 
the segregated way of life, as adopt- 
ed by the South, and the substitu- 
tion of compulsory nonsegregation. 

The South reminds the nation that 
its problem was abnormal. To deal 
with it, the intelligent white South- 
erner proceeded on the theory that 
it was first necessary to train and ed- 
ucate the Negro for the duties and 
problems of citizenship before he 
could creditably exercise the duties 
and solve the problems. This view 
has been shared, in the main, by the 
Southern Negro leaders themselves. 
They do not want their race to re- 
ceive another such setback as it did 
after the Civil War when it assumed 


the duties of een without prior training. The Southern segregated 
system has worked well from the 1870s to the 1940s, The current prob- 
lem is whether it should be continued. 

The Northerner admits that progress has been made. But he argues 
that any system which smacks of discrimination is unfair, unjust and un- 
American. He asks, in effect: What are we waiting for? Thus the clamor for 
the ci hts program. His attitude today is not much changed from that 
of his abolitionist grandfather a century ago. He is not concerned with 
the concrete problems that accompany and have accompanied the min- 
gling of races since the beginning of time. Any semblance of discrimina- 
tion, he reasons, is un-American, and the obstructing obstacle, he says, 
must be forthwith brushed aside. Nor can he understand anyone who 
urges delay, compromise or solutions short of the American ideal. 

It is this undaunted spirit of the Northerner which evokes my admira- 
tion, as a Southerner. He not only believes the unachieved can be achieved 
here, but he believes it can be achieved now, TODAY. 

I think this spirit of the Northerner can be utilized in the solution of our 
American Negro problem, And it is hope in this spirit which prompts my 
advance of a “solution.” As one who believes that the South has achieved 
tolerable success in handling a difficult race problem, I am broad enough 
to see and to say that the Northerner 
may have his point, or at least that 
the majority may so believe. So sup- 
pose we try his plan. And suppose we 
do it wholeheartedly, logically, sys 
tematically and intelligently. ‘This 
gives us our alternative, “our solu- 
tion.” 


THE AUTHOR 


Sam Jones, Governor of Louisi- 
ana from 1940 to 1944, made good 
on his platform promise of “good 
government” by running the en- 


trenched Huey Long machine out 
of the state capital. By Louisiana 
law he could not run two terms in 
succession. When he ran again 
Jast year, he lost to Huey’s brother 
Earl. Mr. Jones, long a student of 
the Negro problem, is now in pri- 
vate law practice in Lake Charles. 


We must adopt the contention 
that this is a “national question” and 
therefore a “federal problem.” We 
must throw out the window the idea 
that this is a “states’ rights” matter, 
and we must proceed to regulate by 
federal legislation the complete ad- 
mission, integration and assimila- 
tion of the Negro race into our social, 
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SOUTHERN SOLUTION continues 


economic and political fabric. And we must assume that it cre- 
ates broad federal responsibilities toward the minority group with 
which we are concerned. If we can have a perfect meeting of minds 
on the proposition that the responsibilities are to be national in 
scope and that all Americans everywhere are to share those respon- 
sibilities, then we have a starting point. 

‘My contacts with Southern Negro leaders convince me that the 
basic objectives for the advancement of their race are 1) education- 
al equality, 2) économic opportunity and 3) political justice. To 
achieve these will require the support of all the American people— 
not just a few in a few regions and localities. If you could wipe out 
all the prejudices and preconceptions of the Southern people, born 
of experience, and cause all of us to believe exactly as the spiritual 
heirs of the Northern abolitionists, the job still couldn’t be done, 
in its entirety, in the South or by the Southern people. This is be- 
cause, economically, they are not in a position to do the job, partic- 
ularly with the dispatch that is suggested by our Northern friends. 

‘The nation needs the help of the whole population in this solu- 
tion. And the North is in an admirable position to lend this help, 
much more so than is the South. Economically it is in a better posi- 
tion to assume the added burden that comes with assisting an un- 
derprivileged people in educational, sociological and economic ad- 
vancement. It is, moreover, ideologically equipped to undertake 
the task because there are no traditional bars in the North that 
would tend to discriminate politically or otherwise against the Ne- 
gro as a race. 

The solution, therefore, is the shifting of the Negro population 
so that it will constitute an equal portion or percentage of the popu- 
lation in every region, state and locality—or as nearly so as is rea- 
sonably possible. Senator Richard Russell of Georgia has recently 
proposed that the U.S. government finance a progam to stimulate 
the migration of 1.5 million Negro families from the South to other 
parts of the U.S. His plan would be voluntary and would require 
$4.5 billion spent over five years in loans and grants to arrange jobs, 
housing and transportation. It has merit because it would distrib- 
ute the problem and equalize the burden.

UT the Russell plan must be further implemented. And here we 
borrow from another idea, popular among those: who sponsor 
civil rights legislation and fight for a solution of the Negro problem.

same objective. The plan is simple: let Congress pass a law requir- 
ing every employer of 10 or more people engaged in interstate com- 


merce to set aside 10% of all jobs for qualified Negro applicants who * 


seek the same and make it a crime for any employer to refuse such 
employment. This would apply, of course, throughout the U.S. 

If this plan is accepted the entire problem will be on its way to 
solution, and it will be solved according to the Northern concept. 
There would be no compulsion on the Negroes themselves. They 
could either apply or not, as they chose, for the jobs in New Eng- 
land, the Middle West or the Pa Coast. But it is reasonable to 
suppose that, in the course of time, many would so apply and that 
substantially 10% of the population of each state would ultimately 
become Negro. When this diffusion takes place the burdens of edu- 
cation, medical assistance, social security and cultural opportuni- 
ties would be spread throughout the country, and each state would 
substantially contribute to its proportion of the total responsibility. 

An increase or decrease in available jobs in each state would, of 
course, cause an increase or decrease of the total population. Pri- 
marily the proposed plan would allocate jobs and let population 
changes follow. There would, of course, be constantly recurring 
changes due to economic factors affecting the labor market, but 
generally speaking and taking into account the time lag necessary 
for the plan to begin functioning, allocation of 10% of the jobs for 
Negroes would mean approximately 10% of the population in each 
state or locality for Negroes. 

The actual results of such a plan would be something less than 
perfect, particularly in the early years of its operation, but with the 
passing of time improved efficiency and varied experience would 
qualify increasing numbers of Negroes for all types of jobs. Thus 
while equalization of population is not the primary objective of 
this proposal, it would approximately result from the main objec- 
tive—that of equalization of job opportunities.

who remain in the South—as well, incidentally, as for the remaining 
whites. Another result would be that approximately three fourths 
of the Negroes would live in a political atmosphere where tradi- 
tional preconceptions and prejudices do not exist. The whole prob- 
lem of segregation would diminish, for all experience has shown 
that where the minority is small there is less inclination to segrega- 
tion. But the greatest boon of all would be that each state and each 
region would have approximately the same problem, and there 
would naturally develop a better understanding between the North 
and the South on the whole subject. 

There are two good reasons why this problem should be handled 
now by such a law as I propose. In the first place, we are about to 
see a huge uprooting of Negro population from the Southern farm. 
In the second place, the present pattern of Negro migration from 
South to North is creating Negro ghettos such as those in Harlem, 
Brooklyn and Chicago. 

Since 1940 about two million Negroes have left Southern farms. 
Further mechanization and resulting labor displacement are 
bound to leave unemployed an ultimate one half of the remaining 
Southern Negro population. They must be provided with jobs. 
And since this forced migration is to take place in the present dec- 
ade, it is now time for Congress to provide for new Negro employ- 
ment on a national scale. 

Urgency for immediate action can be seen when we view the pat- 
tern of wartime migration of the Negro. Where did he go and in 
what type of surroundings is he living? The squalor of Harlem and 
the crowded conditions of the Negro ghetto of Chicago ought to 
be sufficient answer. If not, the Detroit race riots should leave no 
doubt. The present pattern must be changed. And it must be 
changed now, if we are to avoid, in the North, a repetition of what 
are aimed to be the mistakes of the South. At the present rate, 
in spite of migration, we are not going to have a normal distribu- 
tion of the Negro in proportion to the whole American people. On 
the contrary we are going to crowd him into the big cities of the 
nation and transplant segregation across the Mason-Dixon line. 


10% of population 


HY has the percentage of 10 been used? The 1940 census 

showed our total population to be 130 millions, and the 
Negro population to be nearly 13 million people. Thus the Negro 
is 10% of our total population and using the FEPC philosophy 
he is entitled to 10% of the jobs for which he is qualified. If future 
figures should alter this: proportion, the law may be amended ac- 
cordingly. 

If we are correct in assuming that the passage of this law will re- 
sult in opening up acceptable new job opportunities and in the or- 
derly distribution of the Negro race, these are some of the changes 
that would result (using the 1940 census figures): The Connecti- 
cut Negro population would increase from 32,992 to 186,250. 
Pennsylvania Negroes would increase from 470,172 to 1,047,778. 
Indiana would change from 121,916 to 367,320; Minnesota from 
9,928 to 309,152; Colorado from 12,176 to 123,457 and California 
from 124,306 to 753,675. On the other hand, Southern states would 
lose Negro population as follows: South Carolina from 814,164 to 
120,626; Mississippi from 1 78 to 46; Arkansas from 
482,578 to 162,978 and Louisiana from 849,303 to 168,286. 

The greatest advantage, however, is not equalization of the 
Negro population among states; it is the equalization within the 
respective states. It would solve few, if any, problems by moving 
the total New York state quota of approximately 1.5 million Ne- 
groes to Harlem. The solution would come by distributing that 
total equally, percentagewise, among the various cities and coun- 
ties of New York state. 

If the reader would visualize the working of the law and apply 
a rough approximation of it to his own community, all he has to 
do is to take one tenth of the total population of his city or county, 
and that will be the number of Negroes who would ultimately live 
and work in his community. 

This plan is not the choice of the South. It is an alternative plan. 
The South reacts strongly against central government regulation 
and regimentation. The idea is repulsive to most Southerners. Thus 
the South has sought to shoulder and solve the Negro problem ac- 
cording to its own customs and ideas under a general policy of 
states’ rights. It would still prefer to do so. But if the majority, 
acting through their accredited representatives, decrees otherwise, 
then it is insisted that national responsibility shall follow the na- 
tionalization of the problem. The suggested plan, therefore, should 
be accepted by the North. It may not be the solution, but it is, in 
military parlance, a solution.

Seemingly highly imaginative, most child’s ring premiums are really 

-d on the same principles: magnet, mirror, magnifying lens, sun 
di s or whistle. What sells them is the tremendous “excite- 
ment value” engendered by their presentation in comic strip ad and 
radio script. The Lone Ranger’s revolvers bulk large in his broadcasts 
when General Mills is offering a new six-shooter ring, and Young Wid- 
der Brown receives a glamorous” brooch from an admirer just before 
Phillips’ Toothpaste, by a happy coincidence, offers its radio friends 
the very same thing. Associations like this have an excitement value 
for the premium lover which outweighs even the dreary wait of two to 
six weeks before his premium reaches him by third-class mail.

Excitement value is further achieved through pre-testing, hard-won 
experience and witch-doctor hunch, since a premium idea may begin 
anywhere. The anterooms of big premium users like General Mills, 
General Foods, Procter & Gamble, Lever Brothers and Colgate-Palm- 
olive-Peet, which are the five biggest, fill daily with citizens who are 
certain they have wonderful ideas, Sometimes they have. The Atomic 
Bomb Ring began with a man who dropped into General Mills’ offices 
one day and suggested that the spinthariscope, a device used to demon- 
strate the disintegration of radioactive substances to physics classes, 
be incorporated in a premium, He received a handsome reward, 

But the average amount paid for a premium idea is not more than 
$500. One reason is premiums’ pinchpenny economics. To achieve its 
effect a premium must give the customer from two to four times what 
he is accustomed to getting for his money; the sponsor's profit is good 
will only. Thus a 25¢ locket liquidates itself about as follows: cost of 
jewelry, 16!4¢; federal tax, 4¢; mail-handling charge, 234¢; stamp, 1¢; 
box, 34¢; grief, '4¢. Total, 25¢. There is little room for royalties. An- 
other reason is that the final form of a premium represents the com- 
bined thinking of dozens of account executives, vice presidents, direc- 
tors, factory foremen and premium consultants, who may add so many 
plus values that the original ide: nearly lost track of. 

The Franklin Bruck Advertising Agency was approached a year 
ago with an idea for a Whistle Ring, a child’s ring whose hollow “stone” 
would contain a tiny, workable whistle. Bruck began adding plus val- 
ues. The stone was ordered made of a luminous substance and became 
a “plastic dome” that “glows mystic blue at night.” A small circle of 
tin installed i op became a “scientific reflector” to send code m¢ 
. The simple Whistle Ring ultimately grew into a Rescue Ring, 
appropriately advertised: ‘Suppose you and your pals are in a boat 
with a storm coming up. Or suppose your crowd loses the way, out on 
a hike ... or someone’s hurt and you have to stay with him until 
help comes. Who's the hero who signals for help? You! Just use your 
Roger Wilco Rescue Rit 

Once a campaign is decided on, the lives of those connected with it 
become filled with dread. One fear is simply that the public won't like 
the premium. Another is that the competition already has something 
similar and will “break” with it first. ly there is the chance that 
the premium will prove so popular the factory will not be able to keep 
up with demand. 

A constant worry is leaks of information, either about future plans 
or past results, since each company zealously guards the figures on its 
returns as information of strategic value to the enemy. Many people

1,500 girls travel to College Station for a weekend 
and watch the students strut their military stuff 


Texas Agricultural and Mechanical College at College Station, 
Texas is the largest land grant college in the U.S. It is also one of the 
biggest military schools in the world; in both World War I and II 
its R.O.T.C. supplied the Army with more commissioned officers 
than did West Point. But though Texas A. & M, has wealth and a 
fine military bearing it has no girls—none at all. 

So when the students this year revived the Corps of Cadets Mil- 
itary Ball which had been discontinued at the beginning of the war, 
they made up the lack of girls in a thoroughgoing way. On Friday 
and Saturday 1,500 girls arrived. They came in buses, trains and 
convertibles from all over Texas, each eager for the chance to see her 
military boyfriend, to watch him parade, to try te pick him out of 
the ranks when the massed corps of 3,800 R.O.T.C. cadets raised 
their gloved hands in a snappy salute (opposite page). They found 
their boyfriends spick and span. For weeks before the party the sen- 
ior cadet officers had spent long hours putting the last lick and pol- 
ish on their full-length cavalry boots (which they alone may wear), 
the juniors had brushed the wrinkles out of their military pink pants 
(not permitted to sophomores or freshmen) and the freshmen, di- 
rected by junior officers, had policed the campus and washed the 
statue of ex-President Ross with mops and soap flakes. 


Every cadet’s biggest problem was to find his girl a room, The col- 
lege had emptied two dormitories for the purpose, but any girl sleep- 
ing there had to be in bed by 1 a.m, The boys canvassed every hotel 
and rooming house for miles around and even booked rooms in some 
faculty apartments. Their search was so successful that 1,450 of 
the 1,500 girls managed to stay out of dormitories and stay up late.
